Altbougb bees are apt to turn out 
on any sunshiny day, the bulk of their 
work is done by the first of Novem- 
ber and they have retired tor their 
winter's sleep. The beekeeper must 
now put cushions into the tops of 
tbe hives, taking only what honey be 
is sure can be spared by the bees, 
and leave them for their lill)ernation. 

In Florida there Is no siicb work to 
do, 8ay| a writer in Outing. "Tbe bees 
work all wTnter, and tBey have as 
good feed In February and March as 
they do in July. The orange orchards 
are alive with the honey gatherer's, 
and their buztlngs blend into almost 
a roar in March, for ttiat is wtien the 
orange flowers are open; but it must 
be confessed that the honey has a 
twang, something like tbe acidity of 
1X1} orange, and it does not compare at 
ftij that made from the bass- 
wood. 

Besides the Oraata there are suc- 
cessive flowerings of legumes of all 
sorts ail the year, every one liaving a 
positive flavor and very few of them 
giving to honey a familiar flavor. Yet 
Florida Is a natural home of the bee, 
and honey In the southern states will 
yet become as familiar a product as

OLD STAOES OF NEW YCRH 

Many Years Ago They Were Operated 
Regularly Between Metropolis and 
Other Cities, 

In excavating und<;rneath the formei 
Tallman livery in New York recently 
workmen found a number of ^itraps' 
BiKli !!.«< woro used In former days on 
the f^Uiip cor.i hos which piled between 
Albnn.v to Huffalo. 

Tt:c straps are .«upfK)sed to have 
been^ made at the Sherwood establish- 
ment., which many years ago stood at 
the northeast comer of State and Dill 
streets. S. C. Tallman said he be- 
lieved the st:^;).>^ !o be at lo.TSt 75 
years old. ai'd io have lain where Lhey 
were found i>robably for that length of 
time or longer. 

It was in 1809 that Isaac Sherwood 
of Skaneatles became a partner of 
Jason Barker of Utlea In conducting 
the stage line which passed tkroagh 
thia county, carrying the United States 
mail. It is recorded that In 1816 a 
line of coaches, among the proprietors 
of which was the Hrm of Isaac Sher> 

wood & Co. of Auburn, was operated 

between Cnnandalgua and Utlca. | 

These coaches passed over what was FATE OF THE OLD CHURCHES 
known as the Seneca tamplka, con- 



structed between the two polnta 
named. It waa designed to bnlM thia 
road six rods wide, the middle 26 feet 
of it to be covered with gravel or 
broken stone to a depth of 15 Inches. 
The Seneca Turnpike company was 
authorized to erect a toll gate every 
ten milea and exact 12^ cents toll 
(or two-bone teama aad .Si eenta fOr 
four borsea. 

From Utlca east a trf-weekly stage 
line waa operated to Albany, aal this 
likewise was controUad by Bberwood 
& Co. and vtbers. 

The comer of State and Dill -streets 
was a great center for stage coaches 
in the early days. Various other lines 
besides the turnpike stages converged 
in Auburn, there being stages to Ho- 
mer, tfhaca, Oswego, Aurora and other 
plaoas. It waa in that day that the 
flgbt Iroke eat "between the Pioneer 
line, aa e mw eompetbig compaa9^ 
waavsiDed, and the Sherwood comblna- 
tioa. 

T%e Pioneer Une gained control of 
the principal hotel In the village, 
known as tbe Western £xchange, hop- 
ing thus to embarrass Its rivals. 2ut 
tbe Sherwood interests fitted ap the 
Bank of Aukrurn, as it waa knowa, for 
tfaelr beadoaartara. Jkn iasue of this 
oampalgn «m the qnostlon of rHBBlnr 
stage ooaclkes on Sunday.
